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FOREWORD 

The  results  of  the  first  Inventory  of  State  Research  Activities,  conducted 
in  accordance  with  Chapter  596  of  the  Acts  of  1947,  are  presented  herein.  In 
response  to  a  questionnaire  circulated  by  the  Maryland  State  Planning  Com- 
mission, 30  out  of  83  agencies  noted  that  they  are  presently  conducting  studies 
relating  to  State  problems. 

Non-university  investigations,  numbering  112,  fall  into  ten  general  cate- 
gories and  are  grouped  in  Part  I  as  follows :  Archives,  Conservation  and  Water 
Resources,  Education,  Employment  and  Economic  Trends,  Government 
Finances,  Health  and  Public  Welfare,  Housing,  Legislation  and  Law  Enforce- 
ment, Planning  and  Public  Works,  and  Transportation  and  Traffic  Control. 
Studies  in  conservation  and  water  resources  account  for  38.4%  of  this  group, 
and  health  and  public  welfare,  for  23.2%  (Table  1).  The  classification  of  the 
projects  is  admittedly  arbitrary,  and  in  several  instances  the  same  project 
could  conceivably  fall  within  two  or  three  categories.  For  this  reason,  the 
percentages  given  in  Table  1  are  merely  indicators  of  the  general  pattern  of 
non-university  State  studies  and  not  indicative  of  any  absolute  preponderance 
of  one  field  of  investigation  over  another. 

Part  II  deals  exclusively  with  the  current  research  at  the  colleges  and 
professional  schools  of  the  State  University.  In  this  case,  too,  the  percentage 
distribution  of  research  projects  as  given  in  Table  2  should  not  be  taken  con- 
clusively. However,  it  is  noteworthy  that  of  the  total  number  of  projects 
reported,  39.1%  are  being  carried  on  in  agriculture  and  24.2%  in  medicine. 

All  projects  reported  to  the  State  Planning  Commission  have  been  listed  in 
the  Compendium.  Throughout  the  Inventory  it  was  generally  understood 
that  all  projects  involving  the  State  were  reportable.  For  the  purpose  of  the 
Compendium,  research  was  taken  to  mean  not  only  controlled  experiments, 
original  investigations,  and  reviews,  but  also  surveys  and  compilations  designed 
to  present  existing  facts  in  a  new  or  more  usable  manner. 

It  is  intended  that  the  State's  research  activities  will  be  inventoried  as  often 
as  once  a  year.  This  report  is  therefore  preliminary  and  may  be  considerably 
improved  and  expanded  when  the  State  agencies  are  surveyed  a  second  time. 

The  State  Planning  Commission  is  grateful  to  the  83  reporting  agencies  who 
cooperated  wholeheartedly  in  the  taking  of  the  Inventory.

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APPENDIX  B 

LAWS  OF  MARYLAND 
ACTS  OF  1947 
CHAPTER  596 

AN  ACT  to  add  a  new  section  to  Article  88C  of  the  Annotated  Code  of 
Maryland  (1939  Edition),  title  "State  Planning  Commission",  said  new 
section  to  be  known  as  Section  5 A  and  to  follow  immediately  after  Section  5 
of  said  Article,  relating  to  certain  research  work  being  conducted  or  under' 
taken  by  the  several  State  departments,  officials  and  agencies. 

SECTION  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That 
a  new  section  be  and  it  is  hereby  added  to  Article  88C  of  the  Annotated  Code 
of  Maryland  (1939  Edition),  title  ''State  Planning  Commission",  said  new 
section  to  be  known  as  Section  5A,  to  follow  immediately  after  Action  5  of 
said  Article,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

5A.  The  State  Planning  Commission  is  hereby  authori2;ed,  for  the  informa' 
tion  of  the  several  departments  and  officials  of  the  State  and  the  public,  to 
compile  and  make  available,  at  such  time  or  times  as  it  may  deem  desirable, 
a  list  or  inventory  of  current  research  being  conducted  by  the  several  State 
departments,  institutions,  officials  or  agencies  on  questions  or  subjects  affecting 
or  relating  to  the  work  or  activities  of  any  department  or  agency  of  the  State. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  State  department,  institution,  official  or  agency 
which  is  conducting,  or  under  whose  supervision  or  control  is  being  conducted, 
any  research  work  as  above  prescribed,  to  report  to  the  State  Planning  Com' 
mission  as  to  such  research  work,  the  nature  and  purpose  of  the  study  and 
anticipated  date  of  its  completion  and  probable  publication.  Provided,  how 
ever,  that  whenever  such  department,  institution,  official  or  agency  is  con' 
ducting  research  on  matters  which,  if  discussed  or  made  public,  would  be 
against  public  interest  or  tend  to  impede  or  obstruct  such  research,  then, 
with  the  permission  of  the  State  Planning  Commission  the  department, 
institution,  official  or  agency  may  be  excused  from  reporting  on  such  matters. 
In  the  event  of  dispute  between  the  State  Planning  Commission  and  any  depart' 
ment,  institution,  official  or  agency  as  to  whether  or  not  any  subject  of  research 
should  be  so  reported,  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the  Governor  whose 
decision  shall  be  final. 

SEC.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  Act  shall  take  effect 
June  1,  1947.
